In the Courtship of liles Standish by their descendant, Longfellow, other 
descendants may find the captivating girl singing psalms boside the spinning wheel, 
But t hey may also feel the warm clasp of her hand, and suspect that she would be 
good company indeed when away from the elders. 





From library shelves everywhere, in the great litcrature of the ages, wo may 
read of our ancestors. We shall heave our greatest thrill, perhaps, as we thus draw 
neer to our charming and lovable women ancestors of tho fer past = as we come to know 
them intimately and sense their graciousness and affection. 


Thé thousands of descendants of Anne Marbury Hutchinson can appreciate this re- 
ference to her in Hawthorne's Serlet Lettor: “This rose bush ... had sprung up undor 
the footsteps of the sainted Anne Hutchinson." Woodrow Wilson, in his History of the 
American People, uses these words: “ao single masterful woman in Boston...an engaging 
earnestness and eloquence which gave her a noticeable preominence among her sex in 
the little town..greet and small alike felt the woman's singular charm and power." 
Apparently the chief fault of this brilliant daughter of o pulpit orator was that sho 
knew more Scripture than the clergymen and could confound boththem and tho magistrates. 











Mary Dyre, famous Quaker martyr, leaves o multitude of descondants also. We 
can read ebout her in Fiske's Boginmnings of Now England. Or if we like the modern 
novel, we cen find her throughout Stately Timber by Rupert Hughes. Sho proved for 
all time that boauty and intellect may go togethor. Despite hor imponding martyrdon, 
she had hor triumphs. One was whon she addressod a huge audience on Boston Common, 
arraigning in scorching words the ministers and officials for the death of Anne 
Hutchinson. The like had never been heard there. 








In Tho 
Talisman by Sir Walter Scott, the young unknown crusador turns out to be David, Earl 
of Huntingdon and Prince Royal of Scotland. Prince David is probably tho ancestor 
of every one of us. In the story ho courts and marrics the cherming Edith Plantege- 
not. It is disappointing to learn, however, that Edith is a fictitious charactor 
and that David actually marrics someone else, One is roally griwed about it, because 
he naturally likes Edith Plantagenet.

OTHER HARRIS LINES 


Harrisona is e noighborhood at the north part of tho town of Queensbury, N. Y. 
and derives its namo from tho original founders of the settlement. Tho Harrisona 
petont proper embreces two thousand acres of land and wes originally conveyed to 
Robort Harpur and othors, but the grant for somo causo was surrendered to the crown 
and reissued in 1772 to John Lawronce, Henry Bool and Stephon Tuttle. They rolin- 
@uished or sold thoir titlo to Moses Harris, son of Moses Harris Sr. He with an- 
other brother obtained certificates of location on the samo and, with severel othor 
rights or claims, embracing in all, a territory of botween three and four thousand 
acres, sottlod upon it in 1787. About 1788 Joshua Harris socurod certificates of 
location for four lots of two hundred acres each in the same vicinity. Theso lands 
havo mostly romained in tho hends of the Harris family and their descondants to tho 
present deye Those familics supploment the Harris line given above. 


MOSES HARRIS (Son of Moses Sr.)

York. This cemetery is surrounded by a vast tract of lend Imovm as the "Connecticut 
Hill State Game Refuge". This plot of ground, once sacred to the memory of these 
pioneer people, is now filled with bramble and trampled by deer. A great many of 
the headstones are down or broken and in a fev years all inscriptions will be oblit- 
erated. Mute evidence of the march of time. (See Chapman family record following 
the cemetery record.

EARLY SETTLERS OF BAINBRIDGE, CHENANGO COUNTY, NEW YORK 
Compiled by Maurice W. Fox of Detroit, Michigan. 


In June, 1947, I visited the town of Bainbridge, New York, where my mother's 
father, Allen Goff Stowell, was born in 1819. In the office of the Town Clerk I 
found minutes of annual tovm meetings, commencing with 1791 when the town was found- 
ed under the name of “Jericho” or "Jerico.® From minutes for the years 1791 to 1800 
inclusive, I compiled the list of town officers which follows. As in other similar 
towns, organized by a small group, almost every substantial citizen was elected to 
some office in the early years. Most of the men in the list were elected to one or 
more offices at several of the meetings. 


The office of supervisor was apparently held from 1791 to 1800 by Phineas Ben- 
net, except that on April 4, 1797, Reuben Kirby was elected supervisor. Minutes 
‘or 1798 end 1799 were fragmentary or missing. On April 1, 1800, Phineas Bennett 
was again elected supervisor. Other officers were moderator, town clerk, assessors, 
constables, poor masters, path masters, collectors, pound masters, fence viewers, 
commissioners of schools and commissioners of highwayse 


Volume I of "The History of Chenango and Madison Counties" by James H. Smith 
(1880) has a chapter (see p. 155) on the Town of Bainbridge. Many of the names on 
the list below will be found in this History. Some of the settlers were "Vermont 
Sufferers", of whom an account is given in the History and also in the "Stowell 
Genealogy," pp. 95 and 202. On p. 263 of Volume I, I find that some of the men who 
were elected as town officers of Jericho in 1791, 1792 and 1793, were elected as 
tovm officers of nearby Oxford on June 17, 1793. “Oxford was formed from Jericho 


(now Bainbridge ) and Union (Broome Co.), January 19, 1793." In this group were 
Wm. Guthrie, Hezekiah Stowell, Joab Enos, Joshua Mercereau and Ase Holmes. 


Meny of the office holders of Bainbridge (Jericho) do not show up in the Jeri- 
cho census of 1800, largely due to the fact, I think, that sections were taken off 
of Jericho to help form other nearby towns. Asterisks below indicate names found 
inthe cnesus of 1800. Opposite each name is the dete in which the name first ap- 
pears as that of a town officer in Bainbridre.

In these days of so much talk of retiring 211 mon at the ege of sixty-five or 
before, it seoms of spcciel interest to list father's many activities since howas 
soventy-two in 1930. Besidos proaching at lonst forty sermons a year he wes Prosi- 
dont of Chambor of Commorco of Tecumseh; Prosident of Kiwanis; Soc.-Troens. of Kiwnn- 
is 13 yoars; County Chr. of Red Cross & yoars; Justice of Porce 8 yenrs, and over 
3 yoars Chr. County Draft Board. To fill in odd times bosides his oxtonsive rord- 
ing, ho was mombor of a Choss Club and in his yerd built a Roque Court with lights 
and interostod frionds in that gamoe 

Father was ¢ real “First Nightor" of tho Chautauqua movemont as he heard Bishop 
John H. Vincont outline his plans for the great movoment in 1874, standing on a 
lerge stump. My grandfather built tho first plastcrod cottage on the hill at Chau- 
tauqua, and in tho early days many great Amoricens were guests thero at tho roquest 
of the progrem committeco. Those lorders had groct influence on father ond mothor 
and thoy were in the Plymouth Rock Class of Cheutgququa Literary and Scientific 
Circle in 1888. Two of my nunts were in the Pionger class of C.L.S.C. in 1882. 

Both father and mother are natives of Now York Stato, but most of thoir family 
lines I have traced to Massachusetts or Rhodo Islend beforo 1660. Ordnined a Baptist 
minister in Juno 1887, fathor thought ho was tho first Beptist in his family until 
I tHaced our Martin line to members of the Baptist church at Swanson, Mass. and 
Warwick, R . I. 

Fathor was born on Stillwator Farm, Busti, N. Y., on Nov. 27, 1858, tho son of 
Lorenzo Mertin and Mercy Toby Jonkins. Lorenzo Martin was born on Martin Hill at 
Kiantone, N. Y., son of Capt. Wm. Martin and Roxy Pior; grandson of Aaron Martin 
(Ruvolutionary gsoldior in Vt.) and Mary Eggloston; grandson of Levi Pior and Ann 
Dowoy (of the Thoms Jr. Dewey line). Lovi Pior ond his fathor, Thomes Jr., wore 
both in the Revolutionary War. Morcy Jenkins was born at Falmouth, Mass., daughtor 
of Busiga Joshua Jenkins and his 2nd wi®, Hannah Baker. All her American ancestry 
gocs to oarly families on Cape Cod. 

Mother was bern et Pierrepont Manor, Jofferson Co., N. Y., June 5, 1863, daugh- 
ter of Samuel Reynolds and his 2nd wife, Helon Cornolie Randall; grand-daughter of 
Col. James A, Reynolds and Eunice Hovoy; grand-daughtor of Jared Randall Jr. and 
Eunice Pierce. Reynolds woro of Whitostown, N. Y. but need more data to connect 
with proper Reynolds family. Jerod Randall Sr. was from Mass. ond Eunice Pierce 
was born in Rhodo Islend, but again I need moro data.
